second, and purple on the third.

changes are not rare among flowers, and 
the color always varies in the same gen- 
eral direction. 


A. system of pipes and tanks is being 


placed at the entrance to Aberdeen har- 
bor to serve as a permanent means for 
pouring oil on the water to calm it in 
stormy weather, and thus facilitate the 
passage of vessels. It is confidently be- 
lieved that the scheme will prove entirely 
successful, the only difficulty that has 
thus far presented itself being that the 
pipes will obstruct dredging operations.

The first is a kii.d of exactness or strict 
honesty in money matters, which some 
people would call closeness, and is indi- 
cated by a singular perpencicular wrinkle 
or line between the eyebrows.

ond is the disposition to require justice in 
others, and is indicated by two per- 
pendicular lines or wrinkles, one on each 
side of the centre—a very common sign. 


The third degree is conscientiousness 


or the disposition to apply the rule of 
justice to one's self, and is indicated by- 
three or more wrinkles or lines, especially 
noticeable, extending above the eyebrow 
when the muscle is in action. 
The love 


of command is indicated by one or more 
transverse wrinkles across the root of the 
nose, exactly between the eyes. 
It may 


be seen in great military commanders, in 
masters and teachers, and in those gener- 
ally who arc fond of exercising authority. 
In those who are wanting in the power to 
command and have no desire for respon- 
sibility, this sign is absent. 
The faculty 


of command frequently acts with that 
sort of justice which reprimands, or re- 
quires others to do right, and both to- 
gether produce that frowning and lower- 
ing brow which is so terrible to evil doers 
or those who love to be approved rather 
than condemned.

KO PROHIBITION IH IOWA. 


Iowa has no prohibition law after all. 


Judge layes, of the District Oomt, has 
decided that the amendment which the 
people of the State adopted by an over- 
whelming majority of about :!0,000 in 
June last was not legally incorporated 
upon the Constitution and is, thcrefoio 
invalid. 
His decision is based upon the 


grounds that the act itself and the votes 
by which it was passed were not spread 
upon the journals of tho 1-ogislaturc in 
Hie manner required by law, and that the 
same act did not pass both Houses of th- 
Ugiblaturc. 
This is very clumsy legisla- 


tion. 
The act which passed tho Senate 


was very sweeping in its terms. 
It pro- 


liibited not only the sale and nnmifnctUM 
ol liquor as a beverage, but also its use 
lor any and all purposes, even sacramental 
medicinal or any other. 
This was total 


prohibition. The act which passed the 
House, and which was voted on by (he 
people, was confined merely to the pro- 
hibition of the sale and mat ufacture of 
liquor as a beverage, and read as follows 


No person shall manufacture for sale 


or sell or keep for sale, as a beverage, any 
intoxicating liquors whatever, including 
a c, wine and beer. The General Assem- 
bly sliall by law prescribe regulations for 
the enforcement of the prohibition herein 
contained, and shall hereby provide suit- 
able penalties for the violation of the 
provisions thereof." 


This is fl very different bill from th« 


one which passed the Senate, and it is 
almost unaccountable that nobody should 
have discovered the discrepancy between 
the two acts until now.

lationupon it ought to have been well 
matured 
The question 
had greatly 


troubled both political parties there for 
many years, and both were eager to bo 
rid of it. 
A proposal was made in the 


Kepublican State Convention of 1878 f 
submit a prohibitory amendment to tlio 
people. 
It met with great favor, and 


when it was submitted it was advocated 
by both panics, and the vote when taken 
was remarkable for its freedom from pai- 
tisan divisions. The majority in its fav0r 
was a surprise even to the most sanguine 
friends of the amendment, and everybody 
felt relieved that the subject was removed 
from politics and a fair chance would be 
given it to fnccecd or fail hy actual ex- 
periment. 


Now the work will have to be done all 


over again. It seems at first thought as 
if the natural result would be the adop- 
tion of a new amendment in accordance 
with all legal requirements, and this may 
be the case. The large majority in favor 
of the first amendment certainly encour- 
ages this view. 
But before the time 


comes for a vote to be taken againa- pub- 
bad management'of the Prohibitionists'in 
Ohio and other States has cost their cause 
many friends, and may affect their follow- 
ing in Iowa. Furthermore the Democrats 
have been encouraged to take more pro- 
nounced ground against prohibition by 
the result in Ohio and may organize their 
party against a new amendment. 
It will 


not be surprising if an attempt to secure 
a new amendment meets with unexpected 
opposition, though the chances are that 
it would ultimately be adopted, though 
probably by a reduced majority.—Not- 
\'<jrk Tribune.

V A N I A HAII.KOAD.—A test of electric 
lamps in car lighting lias just been made 
on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad between 


Jersey City and Newark, N. J. 
The car 


wa.s lighted by seven incandescent lamps 
of the Kdison make, fed from thirty 
Faure accumulators, which were placed in 
two boxes underneath the car, one on 
each side. 
The cells were a part of the 


number brought over from Kuropc on the 
ste-imship Labrador last spring. Kich 
cell was 11» inches long, f>< inches broad, 
and 11 inches deep. 
They were charged 


in live homs by a small Kdison dynanio. 


The boxes in which they were" placed 


me 7 feet 0 inches in length and 10 inches 
wide. 
From a switch in the closet of the 


cars the lights can be turned on or ex- 
tinguished, while each lamp is provided 
«ith a switch socket, so that il can he- 
used independently of the other lamps. 
The wires pass from the batteries along 
the sides of tin; cars, crossing over to 
each other where the lamps are placed. 


Tim lumps in the car gave n steady 


light of }•! candle power, and when the 
train was going at full speed did not 
flicker in the least. 
When half the lights 


were turned out there was no appreciable 
difference in the total li«ht of the car, 
except that it wa.s softer and more pleas- 
ant to read by. 
The heat from the lamps 


was about one-fifl.li of the amount pro- 
duced by gas. 
The electricity stored in 


the accumulators under the car is suffi- 
cient to keep pll the lights running for 
sixteen hours, without recharging. "The 
car on the Pennsylvania road is the first 
that has been lighted in this country, and 
the light has been in use about tiro weeks, 
and has proved satisfactory. 
It is lighted 


on the same principle as on the 1'uflman 
limited express between 
London and 


Brighton, Knglaiid, where it has ueen in 
use for several months.

cable to man, and every living organism 
is propagated "in its kind" with a physi- 
cal and mental likeness.

ing very dangerous.

were stopped. The fire burst through th< 
roof and the scene was one never to b( 
forgotten. 
Far above the roar of the 


flames, and the crack of bursting slate: 
were beard the cries of the wretched pa- 
tients in the hospital who were roasting 
to death and most of them were helpless 
and could not leave their beds, and per- 
haps these were stifled by the smoke be- 
fore the flames reached them, but others 
were seen to dash themselves against the 
windows and cling to the sashes till their 
strength was exhausted or their hand 
burned oiT, and they fell back into tin 
seething caldron of flames.

back season has ariivcd. 
Gunners have 


been enjojing tbe sport i f duck shooting 
along tbe sboies of the Hack and Gun- 
powder livers for about fifteen diys, but 
the season did not fanly begin until 
Wednesday, wh[>n the limitation set by 
law on the Susqiiebanna flats expired 
There are fully tbiee hundred professiona 
gunnel s residing at Havre de Grace who 
make a prosperous Ih ing by duck shoot- 


ing. 
In addition to tbe resident gunners 


there are not less than a hundred others 
whose habits aie migratory, like those o: 
the game they hunt. 
Tbe first day's 


shooting ranges in tbe aggregate from 
.300 to 1,000 birds. Tbe law which gov- 
erns the gunners on the flats prohibits 
ducking between April 1st and Novem- 
ber 1st 
From the first of November to 


the first of January shooting is allowed 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays, 
and on S.itutdays also from January 1st 
to April 1st. 


The object of restricting the gunners 


is to protect tbe birds from extermina- 
tion. 
Tbe gunning grounds have a ci 


cumference of five miles. It is a viola- 
tion of la\v to gun within half a mile of 
the shore. 
Licenses are issued to the 


gunnei s at the rate of $'20 for a single or 
double box and $5 for a sneak boat or 
bushwhacker. Tbe former is a sort of 
raft, with a sunken colhn-sliapcd box in 
the centre, in which the gunner lies on 
bis back at full length and is compara- 
tively out of sight of tlic birds. 
From 


2,">0 to COO wooden decoy ducks float in 
the water near the box, while some are 
placed on the raft itself. 
The live birds 


see the decoys and join them, and then 
is the gunners' opportunity. The sneak 
boat or bushwhacker is a batteau, in 
which the gunner is concealed from the 
the ducks by bushes. lie cautiously ap-

As a general tiling Baltimoreans, 


except at clubs and public dinners, eat 
the icd-lieads, which are cheaper, aud 
until about December 1st, better than 
tbe canvas-back. 
The biids remain ir 


the 
Chesapeake until February, when 


most of them migiate south. 
They come 


to the Chesapeake fiom tbe West. The 
maikct here has been supplied for some 
time from the West, but the birds have 
been inferior, as were also the few that 
came from the South. 
A first class 


canvas-back will weigh six pounds or 
more and a red-bead five pounds. The 
black-heads, baldpates and mallards are 
fine biids, but not equal to tbe canvas- 
back and red-heads 
The mallard is 


superior to the black-head, but on ac- 
count of the variety being scarce it is not 
often quoted in market. 


The Baltimore dealers supply the lead- 


ing hotels, restaurants and clubs of the 
North and also ship large quantities to 
Europe. 
Several shipments have al- 


ready been sent across the water, but 
theie is not much of a European demand 
bafore Thanksgiving, to celebrate which 
Americans residing in Europe send here 
for the canvas-back, the Chesapeake bird 
always having the preference. 
When the 


birds are prepared for direct shipment 
they are suspended around the sides of a 
well-ventilated basket, but when they are 
intended for interior transportation after 
reaching Europe they packed in a barrel, 
in the centre of which is a can of ice. 
Tbe feathers are not removed. It is 
thought the supply of ducks, will be plen- 
tiful this season and the pi ices moderate.

Ciiminal Couit at Baltimore last Satur- 
day the defence produced as a witness a 
German boy named Charles Vogel, who 
lias been in this country only a few 
months and cannot speak English.

BEFOKM OF THE JUBY SYSTEM. 


In (.lie November Cuntiiry Albert Stick- 


ne.y asks "Is tlie Jury System a failure?" 
and make a suggestive nnd striking ar- 
gument t<i prove that it is. lie advo- 
cates a radical reform by substituting a 
ficnnancnt jury or court of judges for :L 
jury of 
l.iymen. 
Of the or^iu of the- 


jury system lie says, in part : 


This whole system of trial by jury never 


was anything but a clumsy tnake-sliift. 
In its origin, the jury was not a court of 
justice 
l«r hearing causes, bnt only a 


feudal comt of the lord's vassals. 
These 


vassals first became something in the im- 
ttirc of a judicial body merely for the 
purpose ol deciding disputes us to landed 
estates or feuds ; and in deciding these 
disputes they served mainly as witnesses 
to facts w i tliin their knowledge, and not 
as judges to hoar causes on evidence. 
Tnis court of vassals was, in time, con- 
verted intn something like a court of jus- 
tice, but merely for lack of any better 
machinery. 
No doubt the jury system 


was in advance on the methods it super- 
seded. 
Tiial \.j jury, as a method of 


ascertaining the truth, is something bet- 
ter than lii.il by batlcl. 
It answered 


very well Mr the simple transactions of 
a rude rue.- just emerging from the fijjht- 
ing era of existence. 
But how does it 


serve the needs of a great working peo- 
ple in this nineteenth century? 
This 


system of having lawsuits heard by men 
who know nothing of law, this mixing of 
one Inwyei with twelve laymen and call- 
ing them n court, 'is about as sensible as 
to try to drive a wild elephant and a thor- 
ough-bred in double harness.

A OOLLIBION OF THE OOMET AND SUN 


PEEDIuTED. 


The following article has been 
pub- 


lished in a number of the daily newspa- 
pers within the past few days, but we 
can't tell its original authorship : 


It u-as Sir Isaac Newton who first pre- 


dicted tliat a comet would fall into the 
sun, increasing the heat of the latter so 
much that the earth would be burned up. 
Professor Proctor now predicts that a 
collision between the sun and a comet 


very soon, perhaps before 
lie believes that the great 


will occur 
Christinas. 
comet which has been so brilliant during 
the past month is 'identical with that of 
J0fi8, 1K43 and 1880, its time of circula- 
tion having been reduced from 175 years 
to 37 and then to less than three. 
He 


regards the comet as so near the end of 
its career that its next and last circula- 
tion will be accomplished in about three 
months, hurling it against the face of the 
sun at a speed of 200 miles per second. 
Hut, although Prof. Proctor has hitherto 
declared that the result of such a collision 
would probably be fatal to the earth, he 
professes to have diicovcrefl recent evi- 
dence that the substance of comets is so 
much less in magnitude than was formerly 
believed that no disastrous consequences 


sun or to the earth are to be ap- 
to the 
prchendcd, however much the comet may 
suffer from the collision. Much heat 
may be generated, and the approaching 
winter may be phenomenally warm, .but 
the end of the world is not to be expected. 
Prof. Proctor's oracular utterance is di- 
verting, but its chief value is the intima- 
tion it gives of the ignorance of the best 
astronomers as to the power and future 
movements of comets. 
Prof. Proctor 


has leaped from one anlipodo to another 
so readily in his estimate of the effect of 
;i collision betneeii the sun and a comet 
that the conclusion is irresistible that 
while his opinion in the matter is inter- 
esting, it has no great vii'ue.

giving them any water at all; the rcsul 
is familiar (o every one. 
VsuuHy, how- 


ever, the caith in the pot or box is kep 
soakod and very much in the condition o 
an ordinary swamp. It is even said tha 
malaria has resulted from living in room 
containing house plants owiiig to tlu 
damp soil. 
We have ourselves seen dcac 


evergreens pulled out of boxes full oi 
mud. 
Wat. ring plants is one of thi 


most import int things in the culture ol 
house plantv, and very special care slioulc: 
be devoted to it. 
It will be evident that 


they require wetting, if on taking tin 
earth from the pot it crumbles to pieces 
like dust, a sure sign is to knock on tlit 
side of the pot, near the middle, with t!it 
finger knuckle. If it gives forth a hol- 
low ring, tlii' plant needs water; if there 
is a dull so'ind, there is still moisture 
enough to sustain the 
plant. 
I'hints 


must not in'l be wet more than once or 
twice a day on dry, clear days they re- 
quire more water than on damp, cloudy 
days. 
On tlie other hand the earth must 


not be allowed to dry out entirely, for 
that is also- very injurious. 
In wetting 


them the w itcr must be poured on in 
such a way that it will run out again 
through the hole in tlie bottom of the 
pot. 
If the earth gets too dry, it is best 


to place the pot in water so that the water 
will saturate tlie dirt gradually. They 
nmy boSvatcted at any hour of the day, 
except when the sun is shining on the pot 
or has just left it • .for tlie earth gets hot 
when the sun shines on it, and then if 
cold water is poured on it, it will cool off 
too rapidly. 
The best time for watering 


flowers in summer is the evening, and in 
winter noon ,; best. 
Well water should 


never be used, but always use either rain 
water or brook water.
